This year it 
is 18 per cent. ahead of the ave- 
rage for March in the last three 
years, but this is not taken by the 
industry to indicate that 1926 will 
go very far ahead of 1925. It is 
felt that last year was an excellent 
business year, and that a normal 
increase will be as much as can be 
expected. 


Several companies reported in 
various sections that sales had 
broken all records during the 
last few weeks. February was 
virtually a «losed month for the 
northern belt of the country, due 
to the bad weather, with the re- 
sult that stocks increased during 
this period and orders were de- 
layed until March. 


The government tax reduction on 
automobiles which has been cred- 
ited to the consumer by the manu- 
facturers is now in effect, and is | 
expected to have a healthy influ- 
ence on sales. 

While March was a new high for 
the third month, it was the second 
high for all time, as Octaber,;:1925, 
registered an output of 452,486.

Paige hydraulic four-wi 
brakes are standard equipment. 

The brougham is typically Paige 
in appearance. The radiator and 
nickel-plated shell are the same as 
in the large car, giving the hood 
the same striking lines that have 
long distinguished Paige. A black 
belt molding divides the two-tone 
finish in polished lacquer. Arizona 
gray above and Pueblo gray below. 

The body is roomy, seating five 
without crowding. The doors are 
36 inches wide, giving easy access 
without disturbing front-seat pas- 
sengers. 


The equipment includes re- 
bound snubbers in front, automa- 
tic windshield cleaner, mirror, 
stop light and dome light. On 
the instrument board are an en- 
gine-heat indicator and a gaso- 
line gauge.

Anthracite is beginning to move 
freely in a westbound direction at 
the Buffalo gateway; westbound 
movements are 72 per cent. greater 
than they were in 1925, when at 
this same season anthracite move- 
ments were off.

DRIVERS’ LICENSE 
BILL IS OPPOSED 


‘Chicago Auto Trade 
Fights Proposed 
Measure 


Chicago, April 3.-—-The Chi- 
cago Automobile Trade Associ- 
ation is opposed to the drivers’ 
license Jaw drafted by commit- 
tees of the National Conference 
on Street and Highway Safety, 
otherwise known as the Hoover 
committee. The actual drafting 
of the proposed law has been in 
the hands of the committee on 
uniformity of laws and regula- 
tions, of which Gen. Nathan Wil- 
liam MacChesney, a wealthy at- 
torney of Chicago, is chairman. 
The proposed uniform law pro- 

vides for stringent mental and 
physical examinations of all drivers 
of automobiles, the licensing of all 
drivers and revocation of licenses 
for certain violations. It also in- 
cludes a certificate of title of own- 
ership of every automobile in the 
United States, and for uniform 
rules of the road. 
These conditions are 


similar to 


ithe provisions of the bill presented 


by Coronor Wolff of Cook county, 
which was opposed by the Chicage 
Trade Association and defeated in 
the last session of the Illinois Leg- 
islature. 

A statewide campaign of propa- 
ganda has been outlined to get 
this uniform law passed at the next 
session of the Illinois Legislature, 
which meets in January, 1927, us 
soon as the national conference in 
Washington has given official in- 
dorsement to the measure. 

The Chicago Automobile Trade 
Association is prepared to put up 
another battle to defeat the pass- 
ing of the law if it is found neces- 
sary to do so, according to of- 
ficials.

FORD TEXTILE 
PLANS PROGRESS 


Company Still Place 
Orders With Mills

Detroit, April 3.—The continued 
high output in automobile and body 
plants here is keeping the textile 
industry busy. Textile commit- 
ments are scheduled to be made 
by a large number of plants within 
a week or so, it is said. 

The textile operations of the 
Ford Motor Company have not 
been fully developed, 
officials, and the company will 
probably continue to place large 
orders-with the cotton and woolen 
mills for a few years. 

It is reported a constant increase 
in textile manufacturing machinery 
is being made at the Ford High- 
land Park plant, but it is said the 
output so far is not sufficient to 
take care of the company’s re- 
quirements. It is probable, how- 
ever, that by next year, manufac- 
ture of Ford textiles will have 
been far enough advanced to en- 
able the company to reduce its 
orders from the mills. 

At present, the Ford Company 
is reported to be preparing for 
the manufacture of woolen cloths 
for upholstery and head lining in 
a $3,000,000 plant near Ypsilanti, 
Mich., but the details have not been 
definitely worked opt. out. 


British Society 
Bars Road Trials 


London, April 3 (U. T. P. S.).— 
What is considered a blow to Brit- 
ish prestige in foreign markets is 
the ban raised by the Society of 
Motor Manufacturers and Traders 
against its members entering open 
road or reliability trials other than 
a very few specified by the society. 

This regulation will come into 
effect on April 6, and any makers 
disregarding it will run the risk of 
being barred from exhibiting at 
elsewhere, be fined, 
or be cut off from all supplies. 
More than 100 trials will be af- 
fected, but the Royal Automobile 
Club’s six days’ trial and certified 
tiials are not included.

ETROIT, April 3.—The 

Paige-Detroit Motor Car

when the Cleveland Chamber of 
Commerce safety council was host 
at a mass meeting of 3,000 commer- 
cial drivers. 

Marcus A. Dow, formerly execu- 
tive secretary of the New York 
Police Department bureau of public 
safety, and now director of the 
Stewart - Warner safety council, 
spoke on the “Human Element-in 
Accident Prevention.” 

Monthly meetings are to be held 
with the commercial car drivers, 
who are required to attend as part 
of their duties. Those im charge 
of the campaign are confident that 
it will have a marked effect in re- 
ducing accidents and thus in re- 
ducing insurance rates.

Battery Man Finds 


His Time Payment 
Plan Profitable 


Akron, O., April 3.—The Mai- 
bohm Battery and Ignition Com- 
pany has instituted an install- 
ment selling plan that is increas- 
ing the battery sales as well as 
the profits, officials of the com- 
pany claim. 

This company handles the Wil- 
liard. battery, and have had a 
large volume in the past. Now 
with the installment plan they are 
fast doubling their tots! sales. 

Mr. Maibohm de that the 
idea was conceived ly because 
of the number of customers who 
very’ evidently wanted a battery 
but who hung back when the mat- 
ter of cash was mentioned. Today 
this company merely asks, “How 
much money can you pay down,” 
and whatever the customer is will- 
ing to pay is accepted. If he of- 
fers three, five, eight or ten dollars, 
it makes no difference to the Mai- 
bohm organization, which accepts 
it as down-payment and allows the 
man to make practically his own 
terms on the remainder. 

The new Williard battery is not 
installed in the man’s car right 
off, however, but a used one is 
put in its place, the customer be- 
ing advised of this, of course. If 
the map pays $5, a $2.50 used 
battery is given him until he has 
paid in full for the W iliard, when 
the new one is installed. In other 
words, if the man leaves town 
with the battery, this concern is 
still ahead, because the battery 
he is given is never quite worth 
what his down payment was. 

Mr. Maibohm says that he has 
tried all other ways of credit sell- 
ing, but this is the only successful 
one that he has found, as the mort- 
gages and necessary red tape are 
done away with, and, while he be- 
lieves that an interest charge of 10 
per cent. could easily be made with 

ro complaint from his trade, he*has 
found it unnecessary. 

The -used batteries are 
coming back to the store, 
serve their purpose over and over 
again, and, while it would be pos- 
sible to collect from a man because 
of his bill of sale, which is made 
out for a new Williard, yet Mai- 
bohm declares that if it ever came 
to a case of collecting it would be 
more profitable to merely forget 
the matter entirely and allow the 
man to keep the used battery, as ft 
is always worth less than his or- 
iginal down payment, 

Accounts are never solicited for 
payment, but experience has 
shown Maibohm that his customers 
pay up the bill as soon as possible 
and .claim their new Williard. 
This. does away with a collection 
department, which the _ battery 
business could not stand without 
excessive carrying charges for 
such .a service.

Outlawing akan a 


OME days ago a Minnesota jurist advanced before the 

Safety Council, the astonishing suggestion that motorists accused 

of various infractions of the traffic laws should be deprived pf the 
right of trial by jury. 

If any more destructive and dangerous proposal has been made 
within the past few years it does not come within our memory. Trial 
by jury is one of the pillars of our system of government. To refuse a 
resident of this country the right of presenting his case to a‘ jury of 
his peers, is to drop the bars to innumerable abuses, which were care- 
fully guarded against by the framers of our Constitution.

It is quite true that the passing years alter many human 
relationships. Even the Constitution has not been immune 
from experiments in law-making that have not always been 
well advised. There are, however, certain fundamental 
protections of human liberty that neither time nor circunm- 
stances change. Surely the right to appeal to a public trial 
of one’s case before a jury of one’s fellows is one of these. 
To tamper with this safeguard of liberty is to invite ills, the 
end of which we cannot now even imagine. 


Making It Hard for the Thief 


UTOMOBILE theft is still one of the problems that manufac- 

turers and dealers alike are struggling with, plus the anguished 
efforts of the police departments of the various cities. In spite of all 
precautions motor vehicles continue to be stolen, although happily the 
proportion recovered grows every year. 

It was this situation, no doubt, that prompted the Buick Motor 
Car Company to institute its system of identification marks. This 
system consists of eight numbers located on various parts of the 
chassis and all cross indexed with a serial number on the frame of the 
car. This serial number on the frame is the key to the whole system 
of marking. With the help of the factory it is possible to get a 
complete history of the car by discovering just one or two of these 
numbers. 

All this makes it difficult for the thicf to appear at any registry 
office to obtain a license for his car without being discovered. ~ Obvi- 
ously this complicates the problem that lies ahead of the thief when 
he steals the car and discourages the operation. The complication is 
further involved by a system of bulletins from the Buick factory, 
which warn every Buick service station when a car has been stolen. 
Here again the thief knows that he is almost certain to be caught when 
he visits a repate shop to have work of any kind done. 

Every step of this kind that makes the work of the moter car 
thief harder, lightens the load of the police and decreases the sales 
resistance, which successful stealing undoubtedly is. 


England evidently is casting covetous eyes on the money that 
can be raised by a gasoline tax. This from a recent issue of The 
Autocar: “Rates of petrol tax vary from 1d. to 3d. per gallon. The 
low cost of collection is made evident by the low rate of tax which 
can be imposed. The huge net yield of £28,500,000 is proof that 
revenue for the roads can be obtained successfully and equitably by 
that means.”” The fact that the Autocar is a paper for car owners, 
is added proof that motorists abroad as here do not object to reasonable 
taxes, if the money so raised is spent on roads. BUT. Cousin Bull, 
we warn you: Put safeguards around the spending of that money so 
that it will have to go on the roads and nowhere else. We speak 
from experience.

STABILITY SEEN 


IN FARM CROPS 


Purchasing Power of 
Products Same for 


Five Months 


April 3.—Farm- 
er’s crop plans this spring “re- 
flect a balance and stability 
which represent, to some extent, 
& measure of the ground gained 
since 1921,” says the-Department 
of Agriculture in its April 1 re- 
port on the farm situation. 

“Of the three main feed grains, 
intention is to plant 157,500,000 
155,000,000 acres 
acres against 155,000,000,000 acres 
last year. The contemplated in- 
crease is in oats and barley, the in- 
tended corn acreage being prac- 
tically the same as last year. 

“On the one hand, farmers are 
faced with the possibility that aver- 
age yields on such an acreage, plus 
this year’s carryover of grain might 
hinder improvement in feed prices. 
On the other hand, there appears 
to be a widespread feeling that 
with the current improvement in 
the livestock situation, abundance 
of feed crops would be a highly 
desirable thing this year.” 

The department’s index of pur- 
chasing power of farm priees has 
remained stationary at 87-for the 
past five months, the 1909-14 five- 
year period being used as a base 
of 100. Agricultural commodities 
which are higher than the pre-war 
average in purchasing power in- 
clude wheat at an index figure of 
111, potatoes 205, hogs 103, butter 
166 and wool 135. Agricultural 
products below the pre-war aver- 
age include cotton at an index fig- 
ure of 90, corn 68, hay 69, beef 
cattle 78 and eggs 86.

ETROIT, April 3.—Less 

than $3 per car was the 
average expense incurred in 
1925 by 6,600 Chevrolet deal- 
ers and service stations in the 
United States in repairs and 
adjustments to cars during 
the 90-day period covered by 
the factory guarantee on new 
cars. 

Under this guarantee, all adjust- 
ments, including setting and grind- 
ing vaives, adjusting brakes, and 
replacement of parts defective in 
workmanship are made free by the 
dealer, who impresses upon the 
patron the value of frequent in- 
spection of the new automobile 
during this three months. 

Records show that only 15 per 

cent. of the owners brought their 
cars in for adjustments of any 
kind, indicating that 85 per cent. 
of purchasers were fully satisfied 
with the performance of their 
machines_in every respect, 

Rigid standards of inspection 
during all stages of factory opera- 
tions are held by Chevrolet officials 
to be responsible for this low main- 
tenance cost when the car finally 
reaches the owner. In the motor 
department alone, one out of every 
six employees is an inspector, de- 
tailed to insure exact conformance 
to precision limits gauging down to 
as low as one-ten thousandth of an 
inch. : 

In addition to a large corps of 
imspectors of the service depart- 
ment who visit all Chevrolet deal- 
ers at short intervals, a “super- 
checking’ group works directly un- 
der the direction of the standards 
department, a factory division in- 
dependent of the sales and produc- 
‘tion departments.
